PRESIDENT HOOVER

FEDERAL BANKRUPTCY AND

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29. 


(fl3)—The plugging of loop- 
holes in federal bankruptcy 
and criminal laws—coupled 
with a strengthening en- 
forcement of prohibition in 
the capital—was advocated 
to congress today by Presi- 
dent Hoover in a special message. 


Speaking of the dry law for the 


first time since the submission of 
the Wicket-sham report, the presi- 
dent urged epeedy action on hl3 
previous recommendation that the 
district of Columbia be made 
a. 


model enforcement city for the 
nation. 
Also, in ending his communica- 


tion, the president said that as im- 
portant as his 
recommendations 


were—"we must all keep before us 
that effective 
administration of 


the law In a republic requires not 
only adequate and 
proper 
n.a- 


chinery, honest and capable offi- 
cials, but above all a citizenry 
imbued with a spirit of respect 
for law." 
Hte recommendations included: 
Creation of additional judgesr-tps 


to relieve congestion. 
Authorization for the supremo 


court to prescribe rules to expedite 
tion on appeals, 


rmlttlng the accused to waive 
requirement of grand jury in- 
stment.

ruptcy laws. He pointed out fist 
losses to creditors soared in li>3t 
to a total of $911,000,000.

present law, he said, "holds out 
every inducement for waste cif as- 
sets long after

has become inevitable," and, in aJ 
dltion permits wasteful exploita- 
tion. 


Bankruptcy Laws. 


As he expressed it. the aims of 


revised 
bankruptcy 
legislation 


should be to relieve honest but un- 
fortunate 
debtors 
of 
an 
over- 


whelming burden of debt; "to ef- 
fect a prompt and economical li- 
quidation of insolent estates; and 
to discourage fraud and needless 
waste of assets by withholding re- 
lease from 
debtors 
in 
proper 
cases."

NIGHT IN HONOLULU HOME 


HONOLULU, 
Feb. 
29.—(IP)— 
Tense excitement which gripped 
Honolulu 
in recent months 
be- 


cause of attacks on women and 
an attendant lynching, was re- 
vived today by an assault on the 
wife of an enlisted man of the 
United States navy. 


The victim, Mrs. Kethleen Hope, 


wife of John H. Hope, machinist 
on the 
submarine S28 now en 


route to San Diego, Calif., was 
the second naval wife 
assaulted 
here in recent months. 


Her attacker, who she thought 


was a Japanese, entered her home 
with a 
pistol t Saturday 
night, 


bound her to a bed with stock- 
ings, gagged 
her, assaulted her 


and then calmly helped himseu 
to cigars on a table. 


Before he left he threatened to 


return and "get her" if she re- 
ported the crime to police. Mrs. 
Hope caught but a single glimpse 
of her assailant's face when his 
mask slipped off. 


He also terrorized Mrs. D. W. 


Curry, wife of another 
enlisted 


man on submarine duty, in an 
adjoining home. Neither 
of the 


women possessed a telephone. 


Officers arrested Edward Wong, 


23, Chinese, when Mrs. Hope pick- 
ed his photograph from a police 
gallery but renewed the search 
when she w,as unable to positively 
identify Wong and said she be- 
lieved her attacker to be a Jap- 
cL.ese. 


The attack brought renewal of 
charges that local authorities could 
not cope with the situation and 
a plea that the federal 
govern- 


ment intervene. 


The charges were made by Mrs. 


Harry Kluegel. president of the 
citizens' 
organization 
for 
good 


government, who termed the se- 
ries of reform bills passed by the 
recent special legislative 
session 
"a sop to an aroused public." 


They recalled widespread 
crit- 
icism of local law 
enforcement 


which followed the assault last 
September on Mrs. Thomas H. 
Bassie, wife of a naval lieuten- 
ant—the first of a series of crimes 
climaxed in the lynching of one 
of her alleged attackers, the call- 
ing of the legislative session and 
a department 
of justice investi- 
gation now under way.

range with heavy losses on both 
sides.

He was a member of the first 


constitutional convention held by 
the people of the republic. The 
convention adopted a constitution 
on March 17, 1836, and it was rat- 
ified by 'Jhe people at an election 
held for that purpose, on the first 
Monday in September, 1836. In 
the preamble, it is recited: 


"We, the people of Texas, in 


order to form a government, es- 
tablish 
justice, 
ensure

fare; and to secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and 
our 
posterity, do ordain and establish 
this 
constitution."

Signer of Constitution 


Many distinguished Texans sign- 


ed both the Declaration of In- 
dependence and the First Consti- 
tution, among whom, in addition 
to Navarro, were Sam Houston, 
Thomas J. Rusk, James Collings- 
worth, Lorenzo D. Zavalla, Fran- 
cisco Ruiz, M. B. Mcnard, Ster- 
ling C. Robertson, Bailey Hardl- 
man, 
Collin 
McKinney, Stephen 
W. Blunt, and Jesse Grimes. Na- 
varro, de Zavalla, the 
Seguins, 


and Ruiz were the only outstand- 
ng men of Spanish ancestry who 
joined in the overthrow of Mexi- 
can dominion in Texas, and the 
establishment 
of the 
new gov- 


ernment of the republic. (Eugene 
C. Barker: Readings in Texas His- 
tory, 249.) 


In 1838 he represented the Bexar 


district in the congress of the 
Republic. 


In 1841, Navarro, together with 


William G. Cook and R. F. Bren- 
nan,

pany 
the Santa Fe 
expedition, 


which left Austin near the end 
of June, 1841. It

martial and condemned to death, 
but for some reason the death 
penalty was set aside, and a life 
sentence imposed. He was then 
removed to the San Juan D'Ulloa 
prison at Vera Cruz, and there 
kept in dreary and solitary con- 
finement until 
Hererra became 


president, when he was permitted 
to escape, early in 1845. The ob- 
ject of his severe punishment was 
to make an example of him' for 
siding with Texas, inasmuch as 
he was partly of Mexican blood. 
He was also the object of special 
hatred by Santa Anna. 


During his captivity, he was of- 


fered his liberty and high office 
if he would forever renounce and 
abandon Texas. This he declined 
to do. 


Ke arrived in Galveston on his 


return home in February, 1845, 
after an absence of four and one- 
half years. 


Before this, on January 15, 1843,

Texas counties, much in print in 
recent years because of its vast 
resources of oil, Winkler county, 
was named in his honor.

governor said in a formal state- 
ment. "It is 'my opinion that no 
county should burden its taxpay- 
ers by voting bonds for such pur- 
poses. 
This position I have tak- 
en for the last four years, as the 
people of Texas will know.

have always maintained that the 
homes, farms, ranches and other 
real estate, should not be called 
lipon to build state and federal 
highways I am am still of the 
opinion that the counties should 
be refunded the money that they 
have placed in state highways and

their 
outstanding bonds 


should be assumed by the state of 
Texas or other bond issues in lieu 
thereof.

FIRE LOSS RECORD 


FIFTEEN PER CENT ASSESS- 
ED AGAINST CITY FOR YEAR 


BEGINNING MARCH 1 


A fifteen per cent bad fire rec- 
ord penalty has 
been 
assessed 
against the 
fire 
insurance pre- 


mium payers of Corsicana for the 
year beginning March A. 1932 as 
a result of the losses paid during 
the past three years, according to 
notices received over the week-end 
by Corsicana underwriters. 


Definite figures for the tri-en- 


nium were not released by the 
State Insurance Commission, but 
it has been known by local agents 
and fire department' officials that 
Corsicana was in danger of los- 
ing the six per cent credit which 
it has enjoyed for tho past two 
years. 
The extreme 
fifteen 
per 
cent penalty was not expected, ac- 
cording to most of the officials. 
The penalty now inflicted is the 
most drastic in the power of the 
commission and can only be sur- 
passed by the underwriting com- 
panies withdrawing their agents. 


The insurance rate is based up- 
on the proportion of the fire losses 
paid to premium paid over a three 
year period, and is set by the 
state commission. 
Local 
agents 


of the insurance companies esti- 
mated Monday ttu.t Corsicana resi- 
dents would be forced to pay in 
excess of $20,000 more in 'pre- 
miums during the coming year 
than in the past. 


It was also indicated Monday 
that more active fire prevention 
activity would be started in the 
near future and continued through- 
out the year.

Several years ago in a public 
statement. General Tsal said: 
"These are my enemies: commu- 
nists, Chinese militarist!, and Jap- 
anese 'imperialists." 
General Teai has battled com- 


munists and won; he has met Chi- 
nese militarists and won; today at 
Shanghai be is facing the Japan- 
ese army confidently and predicts 
he will win again—"In principle." 
' The young general was born In 
1893 
in Kwangtung in Southern 
China and edeided early to become 
a soldier. 
After attending ele- 
mentary middle schools he be- 
came a student at Wuchow Mili- 
tary Academy. He was the son 
of an obscure .scholar and his early 
home, influence has left an indel- 
ible stamp on him. 
There is nothing hard-boiled or 
coarse about this "war lord." He 
is mild 
mannared, 
gift-spoken, 


even almost shy, with delicate fea- 
tures and fine hands, one who 
"works' with his brain rather than 
with a bludgeon, 
t Nevertheless, General Tsai Is not 
•lacking in firmness and he visits 
a swift and severe punishment on

Rules of Practice. 
I suggest that the supreme court 


of the United States be authorized 
to prescribe uniform rules 
of 
practice and procedure in crimi- 
nal cases for all proceedings after 
verdlts in the district courts, and 
for the circuit courts of appeal, in- 
cluding the courts of the District 
of Coiumbia. 
The success of the supreme court 


in the prompt disposition of crim- 
inal cases brought before It gives 
confidence that it will deal effect- 
ively with this subject. 
The objection heretofore advanc- 
ed to authorizing the

court, to establish uniform rules 
of procedure in civil cases, that 
such rules would destroy the con- 
formity between practice In state 
and federal courts, has no validity 
against the proposal for unlfornj 
procedure In criminal cases, in 
which no conformity exists. 
Waiver of Indictments. 
Legislation should be enacted to

Despite an Increase in 
the volume of criminal cases be- 
gun, there has been a steady re- 
duction In" the number left pend- 
ing each year. 
The results attained show 
a 
greater percentage of convictions 
and a lower ration of dismissals 
and acquittals. In 1928, 78.3 per 
cent of criminal cases terminated 
were by verdict and plea of guil- 
ty, while in 1981 this ratio had In- 
creased to 84.2 per cent. In 1928. 
21.7 
per cent of. criminal cases 
were terminated by dismissal or 
acquittal, while In 1931 this figure 
had fallen to 15,8 per cent. 
Prison Increase. 
Final results 'of the: more effee- 
live work of the federal agencies 
for enforcement of criminal laws 
are evidenced by increase of pris- 
oners. The number of federal con- 
victs in prison institution* and on 
parole increased from 19,110 
at 
the end of 3928 to'27,871 on June 
30, 1931. During the same period 
the number on probation increas- 
ed, from 3,800 to 12,000. The total 
number of federal convicts under 
some form of restraint was 39,900 
on June 30. 1931, a* compared with 
22,600 or June 30, 1928. 
The recent reorganization of the 
parole and probation systems not 
only has produced a humane re- 
sult, but has relieved an otherwise 
impossible prison congestion. These 
gains in effectiveness have bee.h 
die result mainly of improvement 
in personnel, of administrative ef- 
fort and reorganisation, and not 
of reforms in judicial procedure. 
I commend to the attention of 
the congress the recommendations 
of the judicial conference on 
the 
subject of Increased personnel. Re- 


admits 'his guilt,, preliminary hear- 
ings and grand jury proceedings 
are not necessary for his protec-

single ineligible juror. 
By 
law 
applicable to the United States dis- 
trict courts, including the supreme 
court of the 'District of Columbia, 
it should be provided that If not 
less than 12 eligible grand jurors 
vote for an indictment it shall not 
be invalidated because of the pres- 
ence of ineligible jurors. 
Legislation should be 
enaetoft 
limiting the time for making mo- 
tions to quash Indictments be- 
cause of disqualifications of grand 
Jurors.

All the foregoing proposals re- 
lating to criminal procedure should 
be made applicable to the supreme 
court of the district. In addition, 
the statutes in force in the dis- 
trict respecting the qualifications 
or grand and pelt jurymen and 
their selection should 
be 
thor- 
oughly examined and overhauled. 
Grounds of ^eligibility now exist 
which do not affect the avallabil 
ity or impartiality of jurymen.

Jurisdiction Based oh Diversity 


of Citizenship. 
The constitution provides that 
the judicial power of the federal 
courts shall extend to cases be- 
tween citizens of different states 
and the judiciary acts have pro- 
vided for the exercise 
of 
this 
jurisdiction. In its application, the 
courts have determined that a 
corporation shall be deemed a 
citizen of the state under which, 
law it is organized. Cases involv- 
ing corporations, with jurisdiction 
based on diversity of citizenship, 
form a substantial part of the 
business of the federal courts. 
Legislation heretofore has been 
proposed to abolish entirely the 
jurisdiction of the federal courts 
based on diversity of citizenship. 
I do not approve of such a meas- 
ure.The reasons which inducted tho 
constitutional grant to the fed- 
eral courts of jurisdiction over 
cases between citizens of different 
states still exist. To abolish that 
Jurisdiction entirely would work 
to the detriment of those states 
which look to outside capital fpr 
the -development of their business 
and commerce. 
'Would Modify Jurisdiction. 
As applied to special types of 
cases, , however, affecting corpora- 
tions, the present law allows.the 
federal courts to exercise juris- 
diction because of diversity of 
citizenship, In cases not within 
the real purpose and spirit of the 
constitutional 
provision 
referred 
to.I recommend the consideration 
by the congress of a mearure 
to -modify this jurisdiction to a 
limited extent by providing that 
where a 
corporation, organized 
under the laws of one state, car- 
ries on business in another state 
it shall be treated as a citizen 
of the state wherein it carries on 
business as respects suits brought 
within that state between it and 
the residents thereof and arising 
out of the business carried on in 
such state.

Such a change in the law would 
keep out of the federal courts, 
cases which do not really 'belong 
there and reduce the burdens of 
the federal courts without im-

I have hitherto recommended

number of cases in bankruptcy 
has steadily increased from 23,000 
in tho fiscal year 1921. to 53.000 in

liabilities Involved have Increased 
from $171,000.000 in 1921 to 
000,000 In 1928 and to $1,008,000,- 
000 In 1931, and the losses to 
creditors have 
Increased 
from

in 1928 and to '$911,000,000 In 1981 
The 
increases 
are 
therefore 


abvlously not due to the economic 
situation, but to deeper causes. 
First, to relieve honest bit un- 
fortunated 
ebtors 
of an 
over- 
whelming burden of debt; 
Second; to effect a prompt and 
economical liquidation and distri- 
bution of insolvent estates; 
and 
Third, to discourage fraud and 


needless wastei of assets by with- 
holding relief from debtors In prop- 
er cases.Law Needs Revision. 


For some time the prevailing 
opinion has been that our present 
bankruptcy act has failed in its 
purpose and needs thorough revis- 
ion. 
During 
the past year tha 
department of justice, with my 
approval, has conducted an inves- 
tigation into the administration 
of bankrupt estates in the federal 
courts. 


Nation-wide in its scope, the in- 
quiry has Involved intensive, study 
of the practical operation of tne 
bankruptcy act under varying lo- 
cal conditions throughout the Unit- 
ed States.. Court records and spec- 
ial reports ofl referees have been 
analyzed.. Organizations of busi- 
ness men and lawyers have assist- 
ed In gathering information 
not 
available through official chan- 
•hels. 
Judges, 
prosecuting 
offi- 
cers, referees, merchants, bankers, 
and others have made aballable 
their experience. 


Data gathred by the 'department 


of commerce relating to causes of 
failure and the effect of bad debts 
upon business has been studied. 
The history of banki'jptcy legisla- 
tion and administration in 
this 
country, and in Great Britain, Can- 
ada, and other countries, has been 
reviewed.Inquiry Completed. 


consideration of the court in deter- 
mining whether he should have 
his discharge. 


Discretion Broadened. 


The discretion of the courts in 
granting or refusing discharges 
should be broadened, and they 
should be authorized to postpone 
discharges for a time and require 
bankrupts, during the period of 
suspension, to make some satisfac- 
tion out of after-acquired property 
as a condition to the granting of 
a full discharge. 


The choice of the 
liquidating 
personnel should be limited to com- 
petent individuals 
or 
organlza- 
zations after careful consideration 
by the courts of their .qualifica- 
tions and ability to maintain 
an 
efficient and permanent staff for 
the conduct of the business. 
Compensation for such services 
should be upon a scale which will 
attract trained business organiza- 
tions. Competent officials should 
be continuously charged with the 
observance of the administration 
of the law and with the duty to 
suggest to the courts and to con- 
gress methods for its Improve- 
ments. 


The inquiry has now been com- 
pleted. 
Its result is embodied in 
a report which is transmitted here- 
with for the consideration of tne 
congress: Thorough and exhaus- 
tive-in detail, it presents the in- 
formation necessary to enable the 
congress to determine the faults 
n the-prnsent law-and to devise 
:befr cutfe, 
• The present bankruptcy act is 
defective in that it holds cut every 
nducement for waste of assets 
ong after business failure has 
become inevitable. It permits ex- 
ploitation of its own process and 
wasteful administration by those 
who are neither truly represehta- 
.ive of the creditor nor the bank- 
rupt. 
'"Except in rare cases It results in 
the grant of a full discharge of 
all debts without sufficient inquiry 
as to the conduct of the ban«rupt 
or of the causes of 
failure. 
It 
discharges from their debts lar^e 
number of persons who might have 
paid without hardship had the 
law discriminated between those 
overwhelmed by misfortune 
and 
those needing only temporary re- 
lief and the opportunity to deal 
fairly with the Creditors. 
•Should Glva Protection. 


The bankrupt' act 
should 
be 


amended to provide remedial pro- 
cesses in voluntary proceedings un- 
der which debtors, unable to pay 
their debts in due course; 
may 
have the protection of the court 
without being adjudged bankrupt, 
for the purpose of composing or 
extending the maturity of their 
debts, or amortizing the payment 
of their debts out of future earn- 
ings, of procuring the liquidation 
of their property under voluntary 
assignment to a trustee; or. In the 
case of corporations, for the pur- 
pose of reorganization. 
The act should be amended to 
require the examination of every 
bankrupt by a responsible official 
and a full disclosure of the 'cause 
of his failure and of his conduct 
in connection therewith for the 


Susceptible to Improvement. 


The present statute is suscepti- 


ble of improvement to eliminate 
delay in its cumbersome' processes, 
much of which results from a eon- 
'fu'slon of judicial and business 
functions. 
The Inquiry has not stopped with 
the collection of information ana 
an expression of general conclus- 
ions. Its results have been embod- 
ied by the attorney general in a 
bill for revision of the present 
bankruptcy act in order to present 
the proposals in concrete form. 
I earnestly commend them to 
your consideration. 
Conclusions. 


Reform in judicial procedure Is, 


for many reasons, a, slow process. 
It Is not to be brought about by 
any single measure. It can best 
bo' accomplished by dealing with 
the subject step by step, the sum 
of which, in the Course. of time, 
will result in definite Improvement, 
Taken together, the proposals 
above outlined offer an opportuni- 
ty for substantial Improvement in 
the administration of justice. They 
tend to decrease the burden on 
the pablic treasury and upon liti- 
gants. None of them requires con- 
sequential Increase In expenditure*. 
They would reduce crime. 
In concluding, may I not say 
that important as these recom- 
mendations are we must all keep 
before us the thought that effec- 
tive administration of ..the law 
in a republic requires not only 
adequate and proper machinery, 
honest and capable officials, but 
above all, a citizenry Imbued with 
a spirit of respect for law.
